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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  FOR  1935. 


The  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
the  68th  report  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  Subscribers,  Mr.  E.  F.  Colevile 
was  elected  on  the  Management  Committee  in  place  of  Mrs. 
Weller  Poley,  who  resigned  after  20  years’  service.  By  her  death 
in  September  the  Hospital  sustained  a  very  real  loss. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Davis  resigned  the  position  of  Joint  Honorary 
Treasurer  on  leaving  Sudbury,  Mr.  R.  Fenn,  his  successor,  under¬ 
taking  the  duties  in  his  stead. 

Mrs.  Purdy,  Melford,  and  Rev.  R.  Wright,  Bures,  were 
appointed  on  the  Management  Committee,  to  represent  the 
Contributors,  in  succession  to  Mr.  A.  Joslin  and  Mr.  W.  M. 
Metheringham,  respectively. 

A  gift  of  £200  was  received  from  Mrs.  G.  Deeks,  Messrs.  H. 
Roe  Wade  and  G.  Wade,  in  memory  of  their  father,  Mr.  George 
Wade  of  Little  Waldingfield.  A  tablet  recording  this  gift  will 
be  placed  in  the  Men’s  Ward. 

Twenty-five  road  traffic  accident  cases  were  admitted  during 
the  year,  one  remaining  in  from  the  previous  year.  These  involved 
572  days’  maintenance.  £20  19s.  was  received  in  respect  of  8  of 
the  patients.  In  addition  the  sum  of  £99  12s.  6d.,  was  received 
and  related  to  two  cases  admitted  in  1933  (in  respect  of  263 
days’  maintenance).  The  Committee  are  indebted  to  Mr.  F.  G. 
Steed  for  his  work  in  connection  with  accidents,  of  which  there 
is  an  increasing  number. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  continues  to  expand,  the  amount 
received  last  year  being  £1721  6s.,  or  £58  Is.  Id.  more  than  in 
1934.  The  benefits  now  include  massage  to  outpatients  and  free 
use  of  ambulance  from  home  to  this  hospital,  and  vice  versa, 
when  ordered  by  a  Doctor  or  the  Police.  These  extra  benefits 
have  doubtless  added  much  to  the  popularity  of  the  Scheme.

Reciprocal  arrangements  have  been  completed  with  Bury  hospital, 
(at  an  agreed  rate  of  payment),  in  addition  to  Cambridge> 
Colchester  and  Ipswich  hospitals,  which  have  existed  for  some 
years.  The  voluntary  work  of  local  committees  and  collectors, 
under  Mr.  A.  B.  Walters,  Honorary  Organising  Secretary  is 
deeply  appreciated. 

The  Committee  are  most  grateful  for  the  amount  received 
from  Church  collections,  as  well  as  for  gifts  of  fruit,  vegetables, 
etc.,  from  Harvest  Thanksgiving  Services  ;  for  the  Queen 
Alexandra  Bose  Day  collections,  successfully  organised  in  the 
town  by  the  Mayoress,  Mrs.  P.  W.  F.  Alston,  and  in  the 
district  by  Miss  Joan  Stafford  Allen  ;  for  the  substantial  support 
given  by  the  Sudbury  Dramatic  Society  ,  for  the  annual  enter¬ 
tainment  by  the  Gt.  Cornard  Young  People,  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Winifred  Williams  and  Miss  Dorothy  Brookes  ;  for  a 
grant  of  £20  from  the  League  of  Mercy,  as  recommended  by  Lady 
jVIay  ;  and  for  gifts  and  services  in  response  to  the  Pound  Day 
appeal,  which  resulted  in  the  receipt  of  1535  lbs.  of  groceries,  etc. 

Further,  the  Committee  were  much  indebted  to  Messrs.  J.  B. 
Ashard  and  D.  O.  Jarmin  for  calling  in,  and  re-issuing  the 
collecting-boxes,  and  to  all  who  contributed  by  this  means;  to 
those  responsible  for  conducting  weekly  religious  services  in  the 
wards;  to  the  house  to  house  collectors;  to  the  Suffolk  and 
Essex  Free  Pi'ess ,  and  the  Cinemas  for  publicity  kindly  given  to 
appeals  ;  to  all  donors  of  gifts  in  kind  as  well  as  money;  and 
finally  to  the  annual  Subscribers  for  their  loyal  support.  The 
Committee  offer  their  sincere  gratitude  to  all  of  these,  and  to 
many  more,  whom  it  is  impossible  to  mention,  but  whose  many 
tokens  of  good  will  have  been  most  encouraging. 

In  common  with  other  hospitals  in  the  country,  the  Commit¬ 
tee,  on  September  1st,  adopted  the  Federated  Superannuation 
Scheme  for  Nurses  and  Hospital  Officers,  which  will  entail  an 
extra  annual  expense  of  approximately  £  100.  This  step  was 
found  necessary  for  several  reasons,  one  being  the  increasing 
difficulty  of  engaging  Nurses  who  are  not  in  this  Scheme.

The  sum  of  £t\  7s.  2d.  was  recovered  in  respect  of  coven- 
anted  subscriptions.  The  two  private  wards  were  much  improved 
by  an  alteration  to  the  doors. 

The  Trustees  have  purchased  a  plot  of  ground  on  Belle  Vue 
Rd.,  in  readiness  for  possible  future  developments.  For  the 
greater  part  of  the  year  the  Committee  have  been  considering 
methods  of  improving  and  extending  the  hospital.  Various  plans 
have  been  before  them,  but  their  final  decision  had  not  been 
reached  at  the  end  of  December. 

The  warmest  thanks  of  the  Committee,  as  well  as  of  the 
patients  and  their  friends,  are  due  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
and  Surgeon  Dentist  for  valuable  services  rendered  to  the 
hospital. 

The  work  of  the  Honorary  Treasurers,  Messrs.  L.  G.  Redford, 
C.  V.  Davis  and  R.  Fenn,  also  of  the  Hon.  Solicitor,  Mr.  F.  G. 
Steed,  is  much  appreciated. 

The  Committee  would  pay  tribute  to  the  work  of  the 
Nursing  Staff  under  the  efficient  management  of  Miss  I.  C. 
Wilkinson,  Matron.

Annual  Report,  Year  Ended  31st  July,  1935. 


The  twelfth  year  of  the  Contributory  Scheme  has  once  more 
proved  to  have  been  one  of  good  general  progress,  the  sum 
collected  having  been  greater  than  that  of  the  previous  year  by 
£61  17s.  Id. 

The  number  of  members  enrolled  at  the  end  of  the  period 
was  5,647.  The  number  admitted  to  Hospital  was  318  and  these 
received  free  treatment  which  involved  3,269  days’  maintenance. 
There  were  165  visits  for  dressings,  X-Ray  examinations,  etc., 
and  397  for  massage  and  radiant  heat  treatments  under  the  new 
arrangements  by  which  these  were  made  available  from  the 
beginning  of  March,  1935. 

The  Committee  of  Management  again  expresses  its  most 
sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to  all  who  help  in  the  administration 
of  the  Scheme  ;  to  those  voluntary  workers  who  act  as  Secretaries, 
Collectors  and  members  of  local  committees ;  to  owners  of 
premises  used  as  Paying  Centres  ;  and  to  employers  who  allow 
collections  to  be  taken  in  places  of  employment.  As  a  further 
encouragement  to  all  concerned,  officers  and  members  alike,  it 
may  be  mentioned  that  yet  another  benefit  has  been  added  to 
those  secured  by  membership  of  the  Scheme,  since  the  end  of  the 
year  under  review.  With  the  provision  of  a  Red  Cross  Ambulance 
for  Sudbury  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  Management  Committee 
will  pay  the  charges  for  the  Ambulance  for  members,  when  it  is 
used  to  convey  them  to  or  from  St.  Leonard’s  Hospital ;  provided 
it  is  ordered  by  a  Doctor,  or,  in  the  case  of  accident,  by  the 
Police.
